SOYUZ DEATH CAUSE 


MOSCOW (AP) — The Soviet 


government announced today 
that a pressure leak killed the 
three Soyuz 11 cosmonauts half 
an hour before their landing 
June 30 and indicated human 
error rather than a fault in their 
spaceship was responsible. 


"An inspection of the descent 


vehicle, which made a soft 
landing, showed that there are 
no failures in its structure," said 
the report by the investigating 
commission. It said it was 
making a further analysis "to 
establish a number of probable 
causes of the seal failure." 


Reagan Works To Revive 
His Welfare Reform Plan

SACRAMENTO (AP) — Gov. 


Reagan today focused efforts to 
resurrect his twice-rejected 
welfare reform plan on the 
Senate floor, saying it would be 
"a stunning blow" to Califor- 
nians if it fails there, too. 


"The people of California will 


be watching," he said. "For 
rejection of true welfare reform 
on the floor of the Senate will 
constitute a vote for a tax in- 
crease on the people. It's that 
simple." 


Reagan said he plans to have 


Republicans on the floor offer 
more than 40 amendments to a 
Democrat's reform bill, now on 
the agenda for a floor vote 


anytime the author wants to 
bring it up. 


The bill's author, Sen. An- 


thony Beilenson of Beverly 
Hills, says he will ask for a vote 
soon — possibly this week — in 
the 
upper 
house 
where 


Democrats have a 20-19 edge. 


Over 
the 
weekend, 
the 


Republican governor issued a 
statement saying that rejection 
of the amendments would 
"constitute a stunning blow to 
the people who are depending on 
us, their elected represen- 
tatives, to reform welfare so 
that it truly helps those who 
need it most at a cost we can all 
afford." 


Reagan said "it would be 


tragic if the full membership of 
the Senate were to allow the 
partisan intransigence of the 
majority party members of the 
Finance Committee to prevail." 


The 
Democrat-controlled 


Senate Finance Committee last 
week sent Beilenson's bill to the 
floor after turning back GOP 
effots to make major amend- 
ments designed to bring it in line 
with Reagan's original reform 
proposal. Reagan says he ex- 
pects those same amendments 
will be proposed on the floor. 


The governor's own welfare 


reform proposal was rejected 
last month in the Senate Health 
and Welfare Committee which 
Beilenson heads. 


Jets Streak Into North Vietnam; 
Large Kill Of Antiaircraft Guns

SAIGON (AP) — A pair of U. 


S. Phantom jets streaked from 
Laos into North Vietnam Sunday 
and made the biggest kill of 
antiaircraft guns reported in 
more than two months. 


The U. S. Command said the 


F4 fighter-bombers destroyed 
four antiaircraft guns and 
damaged three others near the 
Mu Gia pass 80 miles northwest 
of the demilitarized zone. They 
pulled out of their bomb runs 
unscathed. 


It was the most successful 


strike inside North Vietnam 
reported since May 10, when five 
U. S. pilots reported they 
destroyed 13 antiaircraft guns 
about a mile from the batteries

diverted from bombing runs 
over the neighboring Ho Chi 
Minh trail in Laos after the guns 
fired across the border on 
another F4 attacking the enemy 
supply network, the command 
said. 


The third Phantom 
also 


escaped without any damage. 


A command spokesman, Maj. 


Charles Johnson, said it was the 
46th "protective reaction" raid 
on North Vietnam this year. U. 
S. pilots are authorized to attack 
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batteries it they pose a threat to 
American aircraft. 


Joh son said the strikes 


Sunday destroyed one 88mm 


antiaircraft gun, one 57mm and 
two 37mm. He said one 57mm 
gun and two 37mm guns were 
damaged. 


The command also disclosed 


that another Phantom equipped 
for photo reconnaissance was hit 
by enemy ground firo while on a 
mission Saturday over Stung 
Treng province in northern 
Cambodia. The two pilots 
managed to fly back to Saigon, 
but while making a pass over 
Tan Son Nhut air base the 
control tower told them the 
plane was on fire. The two men 
bailed out, ditching the jet in an 
uninhabited swamp 13 miles 
southeast of Saigon. The men 
were rescued uninjured. 


Ringleaders Executed 
In Rabat, Morocco 


RABAT, Morocco (AP) — The 


ringleaders in the attempt to 
overthrow King Hassan II were 
executed by a firing squad early 
today, official sources reported. 


They said the names of the 


officers 
executed 
after 
a 


summary court-martial would 
be announced later. 


The executions are con- 


tinuing, they added, and it was 
not immediately clear whether 
all the six leading conspirators 
reported under arrest had been 
shot 


King Hassan told a news 


conference Sunday that the 
officers who led the attempted 
coup Saturday would all be dead 


by sundown tonight. He named 
eight principal plotters in- 
cluding four generals and three 
colonels. 


Hassan said Gen. Mohamed 


Medbouh, the head of his per- 
sonal military staff, and three 
other 
generals 
named 


Mustapha, 
Bougrine 
and 


Hambou used 1,400 ignorant, 
drug-crazed 
cadets 
in an 


abortive attempt to liquidate 
him and the entire leadership of 
his regime. 


Medbouh was accidentally 


killed by his own men during the 
attack at the king's summer 
palace on the Atlantic Ocean 15 
miles south of Rabat. 


County Needs Gardeners

What Tehama County needs, 


besides a five cent nickel, are 
gardeners. 


Even in this time of tight 


money, skilled gardeners could 
find a profitable business ser- 
ving Tehama County residents, 
according to Mrs. Paulyne 
Marinoff, director of social 
welfare for the county. 


Mrs. Marinoff, whose office 


pays aid money and issues food 
stamps, also has her staff 
closely watch for available work 
for their clients. 


And the work that's available, 


she said, is gardening. 


Serious gardening, not merely 


running a lawn mower over sun 
burned blades of brown grass, is 
the work available here, Mrs. 


Marinoff feels. She backs up her 
statement by admitting she, 
along with several other staff 
members, have work for a 
skilled gardener. 


The welfare director believes 


the answer lies in finding 
someone to teach gardening. 


From where would the funds 


for the teacher come? "OEO," 
is Mrs. Marinoff's answer. 


She said: 
"The 
federal 
Office 
of 


Economic Opportunity funds 
are available to train welfare 
recipients 
and 
hard-core 


unemployed through various 
programs. Among the programs 
are job corps and special 
schools. 


Mrs. Marinoff feels demand 


for gardeners is heavy enough to 
support more than one or two 


individuals in this area 


With 
present 
federal 


assistance programs, a person 
receiving welfare could be 
trained by an OEO teacher then 
apply for a Small Business 
Administration loan to buy the 
necessary equipment to go into 
business. Like any other lending 
agency, the SBA would offer 
advice when necessary 
to 


recover its loan. 


Meanwhile, the former 


welfare client has been taken off 
the welfare payment rolls and is 
returning the funds trhough 
federal taxes taken from his 
business. 


And if his business is gar- 


dening in Tehama County, he 
might even see some familiar 
faces from his days on federal 
assistance.

Chico Sfafe Offers 
Bachelor's Degrees 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — 


Beginning this fall, Chico State 
College will offer a bachelor's 
degree through its summer and 
extension programs, the first 
public college or university in 
California to do so. 


The pilot program will be the 


first test of Chancellor Glenn S. 
Dumke's plan for "external 
degrees" throughout the entire 
19-campus state college system. 
Plans are for the idea to have a 
five-year trial at least and 
possibly be extended to other 
campuses while s'till in the 
experimental stage. 


The first degree to be offered 


will be in public administration 
and it will be possible to obtain it 
in three years, state college 
officials say. Other degree 
programs are being developed 
and may be announced next 
year. 


Classes, many of them at 


night, will be taught by Chico 
faculty members at Redding, 70 
miles to the north of the college, 
and Susanville, 120 miles to the 
northeast. 


The program's goal is to make 


a degree possible for students 
who cannot otherwise get to a 


state college campus. Students 
now can earn academic credits 
at many UC or state college 
summer session or extension 
courses but cannot complete 
degrees through them. 


The pilot program will be 


financially self-supporting. Fees 


v 
, 


compared to less than $200 a 
year for the same course of 
study on campus, but this still 
willl be less than moving to 
Chico and living there while in 
college, officials say. 


Most of the students, in the 


project, about 24 at Redding and 
40 at Susanville, will be em- 
ployes of government agencies 
like police departments and the 
U. S. Forest Service and already 
have completed two years at 
Shasta Community College in 
Redding or Lassen Community 
College in Susanville, which will 
provide classrooms for the 
program. 


Robert Fredenberg, associate 


vice president of Chico State, 
said other degree

under consideration include 
American studies, 
business 


management, child develop- 
ment, social science and social 
welfare.

For Elsie Davis, the diet was a 


matter of life or death. She 
developed a heart condition 
while carrying around her bulk, 
and her doctor told her she 
would die unless she quit stuf- 
fing herself. 


It meant a drastic change. 


She'd been used to consuming 
three or four six-packs of soft 
drinks per day, and usually 
gobbled a whole cake each day. 


"Cake and peanut butter were

It took between five 
and six years to reach her 
current weight of 133 and she 
aims to maintain it. "If I gain 
one pound, I immediately take it

Credibility is taking a special beating these days. On top of the 


furor created by newspaper revelation of stolen Pentagon Vietnam 
papers comes a serious charge by a U.S. officer who resigned "in 
disgust" recently after five years in V'etnam. 


According to Col. David Hackworth, U S. officials, including 


the President, weren't given "the real facts, they didn't understand 
what was happening." Emissaries to Vietnam got, he charged, 
"razzle-dazzle briefings complete with charts and extremely well- 
rehearsed briefing officers." Hackworth served on a Pentagon 
study group m 1967-and 1968, and said he told Gen. William C. 
Westmoreland he thought the U.S. Army "had badly botched the 
war in Vietnam and I'd considered from a tactical standpoint that 
we had lost the war." 


No war, of course, has ever been run impeccably. But the 


alleged shortcomings of this one have been more acrimoniously 
debated, more emotionally charged, more politically exploited 
probably than those of any other in our history One reason, of 
course, is that like the Korean War, this one does not have the 
sanction of an actual declaration. It even lacks the UN "police 
action" excuse of Korea. There has been no Pearl Harbor to clearly 
define our enemy, our purpose. 


Basically the great mass of the American people hold to a faith 


in their nation Yet there is an unease abroad that needs no 
demagogic inspiration. Out of our present dilemma, hopefully, will 
come not only a decent peace but a new, clearer, more realistic 
definition of our national interests, our role in world affairs, our 
responsibility to our fellow men.

distinguished Americans. 


The supplemental 
report 


reveals this: Many trends in- 
dicate a significant shifting ot 
military balance against the 
U.S. and in favor of Russia. 


These 
trends 
include the 


growing Soviet superiority in 
ICBM's, principal weapons of 
the nuclear age; Russia's in- 
creasing committment of more 
resources to weapons; evidence 
that 
U.S. 
technological 


superiority 
may 
be lost to 


Russia; convincing evidence 
that Russia seeks a preemptive 
first-strike 
capability; 
a 


rapidly-expanding Soviet navy, 
and mounting hostility among 
some segments of the U.S. 
public against the military. 


STATES THE supplemental 


report: "if these observable 
trends continue the U.S. will be a 
second-rate power incapable of 
assuring the future security and 
freedom of its people." It notes 
that the free world, since World 
War II, has looked on the U.S. as 
the keeper of world order, but 
adds: 


"This 
American-preserved 


world order is now disin- 
tegrating, as doubts arise as to 
our will and strength to preserve 
it," and "In a dramatic shift in 
the balance of power, largely 
unnoticed by the public, the 
•quarter century of clear U.S. 
strategic superiority has ended. 
The Soviet Union has moved 
significantly ahead of the United 


States in ICBM's." 


Speaking on the first-strike 


possibility, the report states that 
in the 1960's, U.S. defense 
planners assumed that if both 
superpowers 
had adequate 


retaliatory 
capability 
that 


neither would prepare for or risk 
a first strike — that it would be a 
Mexican standoff. But the report 
adds: 


"The 
evidence 
is 
now 


reasonably conclusive that the 
Soviet Union, rejecting this 
assumption, 
is 
deploying 


strategic 
weapons 
systems 


designed 
for a 
first-strike 


capability." The report goes on 
to list numerous technical 
evidence, and declares that the 
situation America now faces is 
unprecedented. 


"AS AMERICA enters the 


70's, the strategy of U.S. 
superiority has given way to the 
concept 
of deterrence by 


maintaining 
an 
assured 


retaliatory capability," the 
report notes. "But there is no 
longer any certainty that U.S. 
nuclear deterrent will remain 
credible to a Soviet Union which 
apparently seeks a preemptive 
strike capability, and which is 
moving rapidly into the role of 
the world's dominant military 
power."

On The Right 
Happy Talk By The American Ambassador

I pause to admit a ray of light 


— of sunshine, if you like — 
having come across a speech 
recently delivered by the 
American Ambassador to Italy, 
Mr 
Graham Martin. Mr. 


Martin, by anyone's reckoning, 
is among the two or three top 
U.S. diplomats Add to this that 
he represents us in a country 
about which the very gloomiest 
things are being said, such as 
that Italy will soon go Com- 
munist, will repudiate NATO, 
will be satellized by the Soviet 
Union, that sort of thing. I do not 
know whether these rumors are 
merely the playthings of the 
under-spirited: or whether they 
are the sibylline warnings of 
those who trace political 
movements with astronomical 
certitude But I do believe that 
human beings alter human 
situations, and that the internal 
optimism of the astringent Mr. 
Martin, which a casual dowser 
would never locate, is a great 
fountain of creative diplomatic 
energy 


The Ambassador was off to a 


fine start by telling his audience 
at the American Club of Rome 
that he found it difficult entirely 
to understand th° total en- 
thusiasm for life of hs one-year- 
old granddaughter wlo was then 
visiting him, until suddenly "a 


wild thought flitted across my 
mind. Perhaps 
her radiant, 


contagious happiness arose 
from the fact that she could not 
read the PARIS HERALD 
TRIBUNE and Mr. Anthony 
Lewis." 


That is an inside joke, outside 


Europe; but in Europe, it is 
jocular tender as negotiable as a 
yarn based on Jack Benny's 
stinginess or on Teddy Ken- 
nedy's 
decisiveness. 
The 


talented Mr Lewis is one of the 
TRIBUNE'S most lugubrious 
undertakers 


Anyway, on this 
bright 


morning Ambassador Martin 
elected to quote a passage he 
had recently read. "It was — 
bad form to praise the world and 
life openly. It was fashionable to 
see only its suffering 
and 


misery, to discover everywhere 
signs of decadence and the near 
end — in sort to condemn the 
times and despise them." As you 
will suspect, the passage isn't 
about our own age, or even 
about the age of McCarthy the 
Terrible The passage is from a 
book about "The Waning of the 
Middle Ages," and Mr. Martin 
quotes a recent historian who, 
commenting on the gloom in 
which the 15th century en- 
shrouded itself, said that in the 
light of history we see the period 
quite differently "We see the 


period that provided Columbus, 
Copernicus and Erasmus, as 
already pregnant with the spirit 
of exploration and intellectual 
inquiry, of broadening political 
horizons, 
of 
quickening 


economic activity, of deepening 
respect for humanity and in- 
dividuality " 


So it goes in our own time, 


says Mr. Martin. "A steady diet 
of only the dramatic emphasizes 
the chaos inevitably involved in 
rapid change, and thereby 
obscures the progress that is 
evolving slowly in less dramatic 
form." 


He quoted then from 
a 


recently published father-son 
exchange between C.P. Snow 
and his 18-year-old son: "It is, I 
think, true and symptomatic," 
said Lord Snow, "that no great 
country at the peak of its power 
has ever through its literature, 
with such masochistic en- 
thusiasm, painted so forbidding 
a picture 
(America) can't 


be entirely devoted to drug 
taking and delinquency. But that 
is what a foreign reader, lear- 
ning the country only through 
books, is presented with." 


Then Lord Snow, who is at 


once a scientist and a novelist, 
said this about the achievements 
of America: "At a rough 
estimate, since 1945, American 
universities have carried out 


about 80 per cent of all the 
science and scholarship in the 
western world, and a very high 
proportion of the science and 
scholarship in the whole planet. 
That is the effort of a single 
generation. It is something 
about which Americans might, 
without false modesty, pat 
themselves on the back." 


And then Lord Snow invited 


his son to consider the plight we 
are so greatly concerned with 
these days. "The 
American 


problem (of pollution and en- 
vironmentalism) is enormous, 
but it is absolutely tailored to the 
American genius. To solve it 
needs energy, resource, in- 
vention, 
and 
a 
certain 


ruthlessness. I shall have been a 
very bad observer" — writes 65- 
year-old Lord Snow — "and a 
worse prophet, if America is not 
out of comparison less polluted 
in ten years' time" than now. 


How refreshing, to use just the 


right word; and refreshing that 
Mr. Martin concluded his speech 
by publicizing a poll released in

E U R O P A 


divulging that the countries m 
which European youth have the 
most confidence are 
Swit- 


zerland, 78 per cent; America, 
69 per cent, and Great Britain, 
61 per cent Oh say can you see, 
by the dawn's early light .

fic fatalities, alcoholism, and 
their associated problems. 


"As long as these health 


hazards remain legal and free- 
ly accessible, as a majority 
appear to think they should 
be, 
any 
criminalization 
of 


marijuana users remains one 
of the more blatantly double 
standard travesties of justice 
today. 


"Silence on the part of the 


medical profession can be con- 
strued 
as 
acquiescence, or 


consent." 


As a member of the medical 


profession who has never been 
silent about the dangers of 
marijuana, let me once again 
state that I am unequivocally 
opposed to the legalization of 
marijuana. 


The drug is a dangerous 


one, loaded with ominous pos- 
sibilities. Reports from major 
universities all over the world 
consistently show that 
emo- 


tional, neurotic and even phy- 
sical brain damage can re- 
sult from the consistent use of 
marijuana In susceptible per- 
sona. 


Ongoing studies all point 


more and more to danger im- 
plicit in its use. 


Now, back to the second 


year medical student who, ar- 
bitrarily, 
definitively, 
a n d 


dogmatically knows all the 
answers already and pleads 
for the legalization of this 
hazardous drug. 


If you re-read his state- 


ment you will find that his 
reason for legalization relates 
in no way to the drug itself. 
What he is saymg is that if 
tobacco 
and 
alcohol, 
with 


their dangers, are legal, why 
exclude marijuana"' 


Instead of devoting his en- 


ergies to educating his poten- 
tial patients and his 
com- 


munity to the dangers of al- 
cohol and tobacco, he simply 
wants to add another threat 
to their health. 


Let us follow this specious 


reasoning a little further The 
next generation of "sophisti- 
cated" medical students would 
then rightfully suggest that 
since 
alcohol, 
tobacco, 
and 


marijuana are legal, why not 
add LSD, cocaine, morphine 
and heroin to the constitu- 
tional rights of all citizens? 


With such confused sequen- 


tial thinking, combined with a

Billie Sol Estes Free 
After Prison Term 


EL PASO, Tex. (AP) — 


Smiling and embracing his 
family, former Texas fertilizer 
financier Billie Sol Estes sped 
off a free man today from the La 
Tuna Federal Correctional 
Institution. 


Estes had served more than 


six years of a 15-year prison 
term for fraud in connection 
with a nonexistent fertilizer 
storage tank empire which 
netted millions and created a 
nationwide scandal. 


Estes left the federal prison at 


12:03 a.m., seated in the back 
seat ot a private car with his 
wife, Patsy, and one of their 
blonde teen-age daughters. 


Estes ignored the small 


cluster of waiting newsmen and 
photographers huddled at the 
prison gates. 


Later, the Estes car, driven by 


son Billie Sol Jr., eluded pur- 
suers near the campus of the 
University of Texas at El Paso, 
20 miles from the prison. 


Warden W. E. Zachem, who 


earlier described the onetime 
promoter-farmer -preacher as a 
model prisoner. 


Estes, 46, said previously he 


would live with his wife and 
family in Abilene and work on a 
farm owned by a brother, John 
Estes. 


Under terms of his parole, he 


"shall not engage in any self- 
employment or promotional 
type activity" without approval 
of the U. S. Parole Board. 


Estes was convicted at El 


Paso in 1963 of seven counts of 
mail fraud and assessed a 15- 
year prison sentence. He en- 
tered the federal institution at 
Leavenworth, Kan., in March 
1965. 


He was 
transferred 
in 


December 1966 to the minimum 
security facility in Sandstone, 
Minn., and was brought to La 
Tuna in April 1970. 


Estes amassed a paper for- 


tune worth millions before his 
arrest by federal agents in 
March 1962.

SANTIAGO, Chile (AP)— 


President Salvador AHende is 
expected to sign the con- 
stitutional 
amendment 
to 


complete nationalization of 
Chile's copper industry despite 
his complaint that it gives the 
U.S. 
companies too many 


breaks. 


Meeting in joint session 


Sunday night, ise of the 200 
senators and 
deputies in 


Congress 
unanimously ap- 


proved the amendment without 
debate. The vote came after a 
festive "National Dignity Day," 
ordered by the government to 
celebrate the nationalization. 


The government bought part 


of the Chilean holdings of the

Kennecott 
and

during 
the 
ad- 


ministration 
of 
President 


Eduardo Frei, and completion of 
the 
nationalization is

program to "open the doors to 
socialism in Chile " 


Estimates of the investment 


by the three companies in 
Chile's five biggest mines range 
from $300 million to $800 million. 
There is no estimate of how 
much they have profited, but the 
five mines last year produced 
85,000 tons of metal worth more 
than $1 billion. Copper is Chile's 
most important resource and 
produces 80 per cent 
of the 


country's foreign exchange. 


AHende in a heated 90-minute 


speech Sunday in Rancagua, 55 
miles south of Santiago, accused 
the U.S. companies of allowing 
the mines to get in an "alarming 
state." 


He singled out Anaconda and 


Kennecott for making "fabulous 
sums" in Chile while allowing 
their mines to deteriorate. 


"We're going to stop money 


from leaving Chile and going to 
the great international copper 
empires," he said. "We're going 
to stop Chile from being a 
beggar nation."

Communications Stumbling Block 
Usually Includes Sub/ecf Of Sex 


By DOROTHY RICKER 


In many families and for 


many different reasons there is 
a lack of communication bet- 
ween teens and parents about 
sex. Either parents, teen-agers 
or both are often embarrassed 
by the subject. They cannot 
bring themselves to exchange 
questions and answers freely. 
And in some instances, parents 
do not know the correct answers 
to sex questions, in spite of their 
own marriage experience. 


For some teen-agers, sex 


education is a 
haphazard 


process with much information 
coming from unreliable sources 
and consequently much of it is 
certain to be incorrect. Every 
thoughtful parent is aware of the 
dangers of sex misinformation 
and, at times, has probably felt 
much like the concerned mother 
who wrote the following letter: 
"Dear Mrs. Ricker: 


"My husband and I are for- 


tunate in having a close and 
cordial relationship with our 
teen-agers, a girl 15 and a^boy 
14. They do not hesitate to talk 
things over with us, including 
their questions about sex. And 
we try our best to give them the 
right ansers. 


"Now that both are reaching 


dating age I am wondering if 
they really know all that they 
should know about sex, and how 
to avoid some mistakes other 
teen-agers make. Naturally I 
would not come out flat and ask 
them 'How much do you know 
about sex?' But over a period of 
time, there will be opportunities 
to ask leading questions and 
gradually get to know whether 
their knowledge of sex is both 
accurate and adequate. 


"If these were your teen- 


agers, what things would you 
like to be sure they know and 
understand about sex at their 
ages?" 
—MOTHER 


It is well to mention that sex 


education should not begin 
suddenly, 
just 
because 


youngsters reach the 
teens. 


They should receive information 
as they ask for it all through 
their childhood. They should be 
given honest answers 
but 


descriptive only to the extent 
required at their current age. 
Eight-year-olds 
would 
not 


require or even understand the 
same answers which would be 
given to a 13-year-old. 


From 13 up, however, most 


teens have much interest or 
curiosity about sex. They just 
naturally acquire much in- 
formation from parents, school, 
church and their own teen-age 
friends. This is to say nothing of 
the magazines, movies and 
E w 


books which present their own, 
often weird, if-eas about sex. 
Every teen-ager needs in- 
telligent adult guidance through 
his hodge-podge of knowledge. 
He needs to make sure the false 
notions and "old wives' tales" 
are sifted out and that he has 
authentic information. 


Rarely will parents ever have 


the chance to make a complete 
inventory of their teen-ager's 
knowledge about sex. Few 
normal teens will ever disclose 
all of their innermost thoughts 
and feelings. Starting with a 
close 
family relationship, 


parents, through more or less 
casual conversations about sex, 
can uncover much of their teen- 
ager's knowledge and attitudes 
about the subject. 


As a parent I would like to feel 


as certain as possible that my 
teen-ager of 15 or 14 knew the 
correct answers to the following 
questions: 


1. What is puberty? What 


physical and emotional changes 
does it bring about in the in- 
dividual boy and girl? 


2. What is sex as it applies to a 


happily married couple? 


3. Why is it important to avoid 


sexual 
relations 
before 


marriage? 


4. What is the 
difference 


between sex under proper 
marriage 
circumstances and 


sex as it is played up in por- 
nographic publications, movies 
— or dirty stories? 


5. 
How, 
exactly, 
does 


pregnancy occur? What is the 
earliest age at which pregnancy 
can occur? Does the sex act 
always result in pregnancy? Is 
there any other way a girl can 
become pregnant? 


6. What is venereal disease? 


How does it occur? What are its 
symptoms? Can it be tran- 
smitted from one person to 
another in any way except 
through sexual contact? Do 
modern miracle drugs cancel 
the danger 
from 
venereal 


diseases? What should a teen- 
ager do if venereal infection is 
suspected? 


7. What are the so-called sex 


crimes? What is 
homosexuality? How can teen- 
agers avoid these dangers? 
(Both sexes can be victims). 


8. Teens will hear a lot about 


sex from teen-age friends. 
Where and how can teens check 
up on this information to be sure 
they are not misled? 


9. What are a boy's legal and 


financial responsibilities if he is 
the cause of a girl becoming 
pregnant? 


10. What should a young, 


unmarried couple's first move
